Washington, May 31.—^A new 
note 
from Gen. Carranza asking for a detinite

The decision today disposes of the 
undecided points in the bank's

suit against 
Secretary 
McAdoo 
and 
Comptroller 
Williams 
in 
which

charged them with the conspiracy to 
destroy it. 


Comptroller Williams had imposed a 
fine of $5,000, which the treasury de- 
partment withheld from interest due 
the bank on government bonds. 
The 
bank alleged the comptroller threat- 
ened also to fine it at the rate of $10 
a day while certain of his orders were 
uncomplled with. 
The decision of the 
court today is a victory for the bank 
in that respect. 


The German offensive west of the 
Meuse in the Verdun region is being 
relentlessly pressed and bit by bit 
the French are being 
forced 
back. 
Gen. Nivelle's forces, which yester- 
day were struggling to retain a foot- 
hold in the outskirts of Cumieres vil- 
lage, have now admitted they retired 
in this sector in the face of infantry 
Rttacks. 


The conceded withdrawal was from 
a first line trench 
near 
Caurettes 
wood, south of Cumieres. 
In addi- 
tion the possibly significant admis- 
sion is made that a detachment of 
German troops, under cover of fog, 
was able to penetrate to the vicinity 
of Chattancourt, which lies more than 
a mile below Cumieres. 
This force, 
however, was annihilated when taken 
under the fire of the French artillery, 
the Paris war office declares. 
The 
German advance in this sector is fast 
driving a wedge into the French line 
just to the west of the Meuse, the 
movement being apparently intended 
to outflank the French in the vicin- 
ity of their commanding position of 
Dead Man hill and Hill 304 positions. 


In the southern Tyrol the Aus- 
trians report a continuance of their, 
advance. They have forced a passage 
of the Posina, to the west of Arseiro, 
about five miles inside Italian terri- 
;ory capturing the heieghts on the 
southern bank, Vienna declares. 
The 
current statement from Rome, appar- 
ently reporting this same operation, 
claims that the Italians were able to 
retain their positions despite violent 
Austrian attacks. 


The Austrians also claim the cap- 
ture of the Italian works of Puntac 
Ordin and the repulse of Italian at- 
tacks south of Bettale.

police as saying, "and one of them-—I 
won't give his name—said he would give 
me a revolver if I would shoot Rocke- 
feller. 
I agreed to do that. 
I was to 
meet my friend in front of Rockefeller's 
house this morning, when he would give 
me the revolver, and I would wait imtil 
Mr. Rockefeller came out. I intended to 
rush him and shoot him." 


When told it was Mr. Vandcrbilt's 
house he had attacked Fowrdbes grinned 
and said:

Ammonia Tank at Kam Es- 
tablishment Lets Go With 
Frightful Force. 
SEVEN MEN HAVE 


NARROW iiSCAPE 
Firemen Work at Disadvan- 
tage Fighting Flames 
Amid Chemical Fumes. 


Seven men narrowly escaped death or 
serious injury Wednesday morning about 
7:30 o'clock when one of the ammonia 
tanks, a part of the cooling plant at the 
meat market of Karn Brothers, 1118 Cal-^ 
houn street, exploded, blowing out the 
windows of the building and doing dam- 
age estimated at $2,000, which, however, 
is fully covered by insurance. 


Those in the building, all of whom 
were a short distance from the 
tank, 
were: 
Kain. Sid and .loe Karn, George 
Mitchell, 
Henry 
Schultheis, 
Samuel 
Lotter and Ben Christman. 


The cause of the explosion has not 
been explained. 
The men were working 
in the refrigerators at the time getting 
the meat out for the day's business. 
Without warning the tank let go with 
terrific force and although the extreme 
rear end of the store one of the front 
plate glass windows and the glass in 
the transom over the front door were 
broken out. 


Makes Terrific Noise. 
The noise, could'^be heard for some dis- 
tance and soon a large crowd had gath- 
ered. 
The rear of the store caught fire, 
companies Kos. 1, 3 and 5 being called. 
Because of the ammonia fumes, which 
filled the room and the refrigerators, 
the work of the firemen was exceedingly 
difficult and dangerous. 
However, the 
blaze was extinguished without much 
damage being done from this source. 


Every window and door M-as opened 
and after a few minutes the firemen 
could work to better advantage, although 
being unable to remain inside for any 
length of time. 
The ammonia fumes 
could be detected for some distance and 
those on the second floor of the building 
were compelled to .«seek fresh air. 


Order Was Not Finished. 
Kain Karn, one 
of the 
proprietors, 
was taking an order over the telephone 
when the explosion occurred, the tele- 
phone being located but a few feet from 
the refrigerators and in the direct path

Never Said Hughes Would Accept the 
Republican Nomination.

Brotherhood Men and Road 
Managers Assemble to 
Seek Agreement. 


Nw 
York, May 
31.—Representatives 
of the railroad system of the 
United 
States and of thoir conductors, train- 
men and engineers will begin here to- 
morrow a sries of conferences to settle, 
if possible, questions of working hours 
and wages. 
Eighteen general managers 
compose the committee acting for the 
railroads and they will meet four repre- 
sentatives from each of the 
employes 
organizations—^the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and the 
Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers and Firemen^ 
the Brotherhood of Trainmen and the 
Order 
of 
Railroad 
Conductors. 
More 
than a thousand 
delegates 
have been 
sent here by the employes and between 
conferences with the railroad managers 
and the representatives 
pf 
the four 
brotherhoods will consult their 
fellow 
delegates. 
It is estimated that the con- 
ferences will cost the brotherhoods $50,- 
000 a 
week. 


It was said that a majority of 
the 
employes' representatives favor a strike 
only as a last 
resort. 
The 
workers, 
however, wish to settle the matter them- 
selves and are opposed to turning the 
questions over to the interstate 
com' 
merce compiission, a procedure 
which 
has been suggested by some of the rail- 
roads on the groui\|l that since the rail- 
roads would have to earn more money 
to p a i ^ t h e wage increases in demand, 
the question of rates is i|^olved. 
The 
demands of the 
workers are—for the 
eight hour day for all, time and a half 
pay for overtime, preparatory time and 
overtime by minutes. 
The engineers for 
the most part arc now on eight hour 
time and the eight hour demand con- 
cerns the trainmen more than 
anyone 
else. 
Time and a half for overtime is 
insisted upon for all workers. The en- 
gineers are demanding the preparatory 
demand, which means that if an engi- 
neer goes on duty at 8 o'clock and liis 
train does not go until half 
an hour 
later, he shall be paid for the half hour 
he waits. 
The railroad imanagers esti- 
mate to grant the demands of the men 
would cost them from $100,000,000 to 
$150,000,000 a year.

New York, May .10.—The mo.st drastic 
step toward military preparedness along 
Swiss linos that has yet been taken in 
America! 


That is the e.xperta' verdict on 
the 
new military laws of Now York state 
which have just gone into ofTcct. 


More than half a million schools boys, 
beginning ne.\t fall, will be compelled 
to (rain weekly for military duties! 


Between the ages of S and 1!) every 
boy in the state, unless he is a wage 
earner, will bo drilled in military, physi- 
cal and mental exercises. 


And when he reaches the age of 10 he 
will become at once a member of the 
reserve militia. 


These are provisions 
of the Welsh- 
Slater bills. 


Under the Welsh 
law, every 
school 
child in the state between the ages of 
S and Ifi must be given at least 20 min- 
utes physical training each day. 


This applies to girls as well as boys! 
The training will be based upon recom- 
mendation of the military training com- 
mission. e.stabli.shed by the Slater bill. 


The Slater bill provides that 
every 
boy in the state 
between IB and IH 
years of age shall receive three hours" 
military training per week. 
This will 
include handling a rifle, shooting and mil- 
itary drill. 
Boys who are engaged in 
earning a livelihood are exempt. 


Two 
weeks' 
training in a summer 
camp is an added provision for those 
not exempt. 


It is estimated this law will soon ap- 
ply to more than 30,000 boys, though 
for the first year the 1.5,000 graduating 
annually from the high schools and pri- 
vate 
secondary 
schools will be alone 
affected.

SOIL SURVEy OF 


Government Experts Make 
I ^ 
Analysis in Neighboring 
Indiana County. 


Washington, D. C'., May 30.—A report 
of the soil survey of Elkhart county, In- 
diana, . rocently made by the U. »S. de- 
paitnient of agriculture and the Indiana 
uopiirttncnt of geology, has just 
been 
published by the federal 
department. 
This report covers 28 printed pages and 
furlntio-, 
larrce ma]) showing; in colors 
the location of the various types of soil 
found in tiie county, and also location of 
railroads, highways, rivers, watercourses, 
churchcs, schools etc. 


The 
prevailing 
type of 
agriculture, 
says the report, is general farming in 
conjunction with dairying. 
The greater 
part of the milk outi)ut is consumed iu 
the towns of the county and by creamer- 
ies and factories witliin its limits. Some

milk, 
however, is shipped to outside 
markets. 
Dairying is steadily increasing 
in importance and the quality of cattle 
is being giadually improved. 


Corn is the most important crop. This 
place was formerly held by wheat, but, 
largely on account of the Hessian fly, 
the acreage in the latter grain has de- 
creased. 
Oats and hay are also import- 
ant crops, oats being grown almost en- 
tirely"~on the upland soils. The acreage 
in rye, wliich is increasing, is practically 
(onfined to the lighter textured soils of 
the county. 
The acreage in alfalfa is 
also increasing as its importance as a 
feed and soil renovator is becoming more 
generally 
appreciated. 
Three 
cuttings 
and 
sometimes four are obtained, the 
yields ranging from three to five tons 
per acre. 
Cowpeas do well on the light 
•samiy soils and furnish an abundance of 
feed for sections of the county where 
timothy and clover do not thrive. 


A Trucking Industry. 


A trucking industry of some import- 
ànce has been developed in those parts of 
the county which 
are near the larger 
markets. The sandy soils are well suited 
for this purpo.se and some woll-fivaip-vl 
muck patches ^re also used for it. In 
the vicinity of Middlcbury, where there 
is a canning factory, tomatoes arc grown 
on a large scale for canning. 
From five 
to eight tons per acre are generally ob- 
tained and the factory prices range from 
$8 to $10 per ton. Near Nappanee cab- 
bage is growa in the same way, much 
of it being sold to a sauerkraut factory 
in Nappanee. 


Peppermint and hemp are two special 
crops grown extcnsivoly in the southern 
nart of the countv on rclaimcd m " - h 
lands. 
They are regarded as profitable. 
Between Bristol and Middlcbury 
much 
fruit is grown. The orchards are gener- 
''ally well cared for and their products 
are of excellent flavor and quality. Small 
fruits such as blackberries and straw- 
berries are grown extensively throughout 
the northern half of the county and form 
its chief source of revenue. 
The pro- 
duction of grapes is also increasing. 


Rotation of crops is practiced by the 
majority of the farmers. 
The rotation 
most commonly 
followed 
consists of 
wheat, clover ¡ind timotliv. r>"e or two 
years, followed by, oats and then wheat. 
When dairying is carried on, this is al- 
tered to corn, two years, followed by 
oats and then by one or two years of 
clover. 
Much of the corn is grown for 
ensilage as silog 
are in general use. 
Stable manure is used freely and a lib- 
eral quantity is applied to the plowed 
land in the fall. The use of commercial 
fertilizer is confined mainly to the up- 
land 
soils and to those farms 
where 
there is not sufficient 
manure. . The 


sandy soils are improved by growing 
legumes such as cowpeas and soy beans. 


Tells of the Soils. 


Excluding the miscellaneous 
types— 
Muck, peat and meadow—11 soil types 
are found in Elkhart county, grouped 
into four series. 
Of these the Miami 
and 
Plainfield 
series 
occupy 
sevon- 
eighths of the total area of the county, 
the Miami being found on the uplands 
and the Plainfield in the more 
level 
outwash plain. 


The Waukesha 
sandy loam, locallv 
known as "Elkhart 
prairie," is found 
southeast of Goshen, near Elkhart, anrl 
at Bristol. 
This is the only true prairie 
soil in the county and is more produc- 
tive than any of the types located with-, 
in the outwash plain. 
It is devoted' 
mainly to general farming, corn, oats 
and wheat being the principal 
grains. 
Com makes average yields of 40 bush 
els per acre, oats 30 bushels, and wheat 
18 to 20 bushels. 
Little difficulty is ex- 
perienced in getting a good stand of 
timothy and alfalfa succeeds well. In 
color, the soil is dark brown to black. 
It contains a high percentage of organic 
matter. 


Muck, known locally as marsh, oc- 
cupies a little over 4 per cent, of the 
total area of the county. 
This soil con- 
sists of decayed and decaying vegetable 
material mixed 
with mineral 
matter 
washed from the adjoining higher lands. 
A considerable portion of the county's 
output of peppermint 
is produced on 
muck soil and hemp has recently been 
tried upon it wit'i su"ce=?s. Nem- 'r:r,c;],oi> 
an area of muck has been planted almost 
exclusively to cclery 
during the past 
t\j'enty years ^nd the iodustry has been 
very profitable. 
Onions are also grown 
on this soil.

The British proposals 
were found to oe inacceptable to Ger- 
many, largely oa account of the fact 
that this country is unable to give the 
guarantee demanded by Great 
Britain 
tor the 
simultaneous 
feeding of 
Ser- 
bia, Montenegro and the section of Po- 
land occupied by Austria as a condi- 
tion fdr permitting 
food 
for Poland 
to 
pass 
the 
British 
blockade. 
Ger- 
many is willing to use her best efforts 
to have the system 
of rationing

troduced there, but these countries are 
outside her sphere of 
control and 
it 
would be necessary to obtain the sanc- 
tion of the Austriaiji and Bulgarian au- 
thorities.

!London, May 31.—(12:31 
p. m.)— 
There is a hopeful feeling today in poli- 
tical circles regarding the outcome of 
the Irish negotiations. 
I t is possible 
that Lloyd George will make .a state- 
ment in the house of commons before 
adjournment tomorrow t o the eflfect that 
considerable f)rogress, although the main 
difficulty—the .exclusion of Ulster—^is 
not entirely removed. According to pub- 
lished reports the provincial Irish mem- 
bers of parliament believe that an agree- 
ment is practically certain ^ind that the 
case of Ulster ^'ill be fully provided 
for. 


The parliamentary

the provinciAl papers .believe the Irish 
question is nearer a solution than is sug- 
gested by the 
London 
papers. 
The 
Glasgow Herald , understands that a set- 
tlement already has been reached on a 
basis of a »parliament for nationalist 
Ireland with Ulster, or a greater part 
thereof excluded. 


Leaders of the two parties held a 
most harmonious meeting^ yesterday, at 
which, according to the Herald, the main

table a t the conclusion of the meeting.

"We of California, as loyal suffragists, 
believe in equal citizenship for men and 
women and urge its extension to every 
state in the union a t the earliest possi- 
ble moment. At the same time we coun- 
sel against militarism or any procedure 
which would result in antagonism be- 
tween men and women." 


Mrs. Sneath's Platform. 


Mrs. Sneath has announced her belief 
that women taxpayers should have rep- 
resentation in the government, and, be- 
ing punishable for breaking the laivs, 
women should be allowed to assist in 
making them. 


At the business session this morning 
the delegates took up the question of 
joining the National Council of Women. 
Affirmative action on this question, it 
Avas said, would be taken if the national

join the international council and thus 
broaden its affiliations. Opposition came

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Outbursts of Everett True. 
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W a r Spy, the Kind of Hero One 
Seldom Hears About, Is Given a 
Message to Deliver to U-Boat, but 
in Doing So, It Is Necessary 
to Send Up'Rocket, Which 
Alarms Village 
M a n Rows to 
Submarine Amid 
Rain of Bullets.. 


N THE great war which l3 
now 
raging 
there 
are 
thousands of heroes. Nay. 
there are 
tens 
of 
thou- 
sands, 
hundreds of 
thou- 
sands. millions! For every 
man 
who is battling 
for 
his country is a hero. 
It 
matters 
not 
what 
prin- 
ciples are at stake. 
These 
warriors 
do 
not 
know, 
nor 
does 
any 
one 
elso 
seem to know. 
It is all 
BUfficlent that each and every one is battling 
for his country, ready to lay down his life. 
And that is heroism. 


Heroes nave oeen decorated on the 
battle- 
field. 
But they were merely the heroes whose 
deeds were of a spectacular nature and who 
attracted 
unusual attention. 
Also kings 
and 
princes 
have 
been 
decorated 
by 
kings 
and 
princes, merely because they were kings and 
princes. 


But every day there are thousands of cases 
of heroism wnich 
pass 
unnoticed, 
and even 
those who perform them pay no attention to 
them, not realizing that they are heroes. 


Can you think of any task more frightfully 
wearing on the mentality than that of the se- 
cret agent in the enemy's country? 
He must 
pass as one of the enemy. 
He must 
gather 
his information from various sources and he 
must gather it In a manner whereby he may 
not be Buspected. And then after he has gath- 
ered it he must arrange for its transportation 
to his headquarters. 


It takes as much courage to perform a duty 
like this as to lie in the trenches day after day 
and participai» in charges against the enemy 
or defend the trench from the enemy's as- 


sault and to be at all times subject to a ter- 
rific artillery bombardment or the more dread- 
ed assault with asphyxiating gases. 


The man who meets hiS-deatli in the trenches 
has at least the consolation of dying amid his 
comrades 
and 
friends—ot 
dying 
a 
gloriOus 
death. 
But the spy has not this consolation. 
Every secret service agent feels that his death 
is certain, and that when it comes it will noc 
be a glorious one. 
For he will die alone, with 
none of his friends about him. 
His 
people 
back home will not know his fate. 
His supe- 
riors probably will not know it. 
He will die 
alone in a foreign country, not as a hero, but 
as a spy. 


And yet !f the annals of the secret service 
bureaus of the various countries were 
made 
public, ,it would 
tell of wonderful deeds of 
heroism, 
of 
strength, 
fearlessness 
and 
of 
physical and mental heroism. 


With the arrival of the first • German 
sub- 
marines in Constantinople, after the" inaugura- 
tion of the British Dardanelles campaign, there 
became known a story of the heroism of one 
of these secret service agents. 
His name was 
not given, and the e.xact locality where he per- 
formed his final act of duty was not told, but 
an offlcer of the German U boat related the 
Btory to a personal friend. 
^ 


We will call the secret service agent Hans. 
He was a youngster, hardly 20 years old, and 
a university man, a student at Heidelberg. 
He 
always had been weak and delicate, and at the 


beginning of the war h6 was not allowed to go 
to the front. 
He belonged to a wealthy fam- 
ily, had traveled extensively through 
Europe 
and was an accomplished linguist. 
He made 
application to the Secret Service Bureau and 
his application was accepted. 


He was sent to England. 
There he passed as 
an American. 
Ho had an American passport 
and was connected with the English branch of 
an American concern. 
How did he do it? 


The history of the German secret service will 
never be written, and not more than a dozen 
living persons will ever know its extraordinary 
scope. 
The passport proposition and the con- 
nection with the London branch of the Amer- 
ican concern were mere matters of detail with 
which Hans had nothing to do. 
It was after 


he was establishea in London that his real 
work began. 
He spoke perfect English, but he 
used an American accent and affected Amer- 
ican clothes and 
mannerisms, 
for he 
knew 
both well enough to affect both successfully. 


He was In touch with other secret service 
agents, and these would convey to the London 
headquarters tho Information they were able 
to gather. 
The atmosphere was alive with sus- 
picion in London in those early days of the 
war, but he did his work well, and, while on 
more than 
one occasion his comrades 
were 
captured and executed, he escaped suspicion. 


Later he was sent to Italy, when it appeared 
that country was on the verge of entering the 
war on the side of the allies. 
Then he was 
transferred to Paris. 


How was it done? 
The detail workings of 
the German Secret Service 
Bureau 
are 
not 
known to the public. 


But at any rate he had worked In the FVench 
capital several months, still 
posing 
as 
an 
American who knew but 
a 
few 
words 
of 
French, although he was thoroughly familiar 
with the French language, when he was or- 
dered to take certain orders to a little French 
fishing village, and deliver them to the com- 
mander of a submarine boat which, was due 
there about a-certain date on Its way to the 
Dardanelles. 


It was for Hans to arrange all the details of 
reaching the hamlet 
and 
to 
remain 
there 
without exciting suspicion until his 
mission 
was accomplished. 


He was to watch 
for the signal, a 
white 
rocket, followed by a green one, to which he 
was to reply from shore with a white rocket, 
and then was to row out to the submarine and 
deliver the orders when he had received a sig- 
nal In answer to his own. 
That was all. 


But all over France there was a watch kept 
for German secret service agents. 
They were 
known to be everywhere and every one, espe- 
cially a forelgfner, was under suspicion. 


The submarine 
commander 
had 
orders 
to 
wait off the coast for two nights for the mes- 
senger, and if no sign came to proceed on his 
way to the Dardanelles. 


The village was a collection of 
fishermen's 
huts on a high cliff overlooking a wide bay. 
At low tide there was a wide sandy beach at 
the foot of the cliffs, but when the tide was In 
the water covered this. 


How the secret service agent did It is not 
known, but early one morning he was found 
on the beach tied to a deck chair, and appar- 
ently half dead from exposure and exhaustion. 
Two aged fishermen found him and carried him 
Into a hut. 


When partially revived, he murmured a few 
words of English and then in broken French, 
from which his rescuers gathered that he had 
been In some accident at sea. 
Also that he 
was an American x>n his M^ay from Naples to 
the United States. 


As stated, 
the village was Isolated. 
The 
nearest city was Marseilles, and It would take 
several days for news to travel between the 
two points, especially in war time. 


Hans remained In bed the greater part of the 
day. tended by a fisherman and his aged wife. 
Toward dusk he insisted on arising and walk- 
ing out on the edge of the cliff. 
He still ap- 
peared partially stunned, but he explained in 
his broken French, that he thought the fresh 
air would help to clear his mind. 


It was barely dark when the 
fishing 
fleet, 
tended by old men unfit for army service, and 
with many women helping them, sailed In to 
the tiny harbor at the foot of the cliffs. 


There was excitement on board the dozen or 
8o boats. 
And as the 
fishermen 
and their 
women landed there were excited 
exclama- 
tions. 


"A monster of some kind" had suddenly ap- 
peared to several of the boats. 
It appeared to 
be a sort of whale. 
It had partially risen be- 
tween two of tho boats and as quickly had 
sunk. 
No one got a* good view of It. but the 
opinion was that It was some dread sea mon- 
ster. 


One woman decíaréd that as It sank It lashed 
Its tail and the waves almost swamped the 
_ tiny sailboat she and her father were in. 
An- 
other told of Its fiery eyes, and by the time the 
different accounts of the Incident had been re- 
lated it appeared that a mohster sea serpent 
had appeared and was threatening the entire 
fishing fleet. 


But Hans sat in a large chair outside the 
door of the hut, where he had been given shel- 
ter- and listened and watched the sea. 
And 
after .awhile, his host and hostess beln» In a 
neighborint hyt, he rose from his chair and 
feebly started'alone the cliffs. 
But they saw 
hinv and ran after him. 


"You are. too weak to walk," exclaimed the 
old woman. 
"You must not exert yourself. 
Tomorrow, perhaps, yes, but not now." 


And she gently took him by the arm to lead 
him back to the cottage. 


"Sacre bleu!" suddenly exclaimed her hus- 
band and pointed out to sea. 


"Some of the boats of the fleet are nigh." 
cried a woman. 
"It is a part of the war. 
It 
has reached us here." 


Hour after hour passed. 
The secret service 
agent lay, tense and rigid, with his ear to a 
crack in the thin partition between his room 
and that of his hosts. 
After awhile he heard 
them both snoring. 
Then very gently he rose, 
dressed 
himself, and 
opened 
a door, 
whicU 
let him out into the open at the rear of th® 
house. 


It was a rather dark night, but there wer« 
some stars shining, and, after standing in th« 
night a few moments, his eyes becama accus- 
tomed to the gloom. 
Then he started toward 
the little harbor at the foot of the cliffs. 


Quietly he made his way toward the cluster 
of 
fishing 
smacks 
and out on 
the 
smooth 
stretch of sand at the foot of the cliffs. 
Th» 
village was asleep, and if there were a watch- 
man on any of the boats he, too, was burled 
In slumber. 


Skirting about the fleet, he reached a small 
skiff, with its oars in it, tied 
to a 
stake. 
Quickly the lad untied the rope, and, shoving 
the boat far out, sprang in it. 
He waited 
until the force of the shove >md spent Itself, 
and then, cautiously, began rowing along" th» 
beach.

At times it may overflow 
Into the 
first 
Bne of trenches on each side, and this causes 
serious inconvenience, for there is not 
only 
the trouble of moving back to the second or 
third line, but it means that the trenches must 
be vnrtually rebuilt when the stream has sub- 
aided after a few hours. 


On the German side at a certain point a 
company of Bavarians were doing trench duty. 
Most of them were from the same village, and 
It was a villaso noted for its musical culture. 
Back in the barracks when the Bavarians were 
not on duty there were nightly concerts, and 
more than once the Bavarians had gone to dif- 
ferent parts of the fighting zone to entertain 
other soldiers. 


Sometimes on a quiet night, when there was 
but little going on in their zone of operations, 
the clear, sweet voice of some singer would rise 
on the night air.

ahead of the story. 


Sometimes in the midst of one of these Ba- 
variiu sungs, there would come a pause, and 
Lh^n v.ould rise the clear, sweet yodel of Franz. 
You 
may 
have 
heard yodelers and 
yodelers, 
hut there was never such a yodeler as Franz. 
Soft and sweet, the voice would rise, and then 
there would come a Melba-like trill, soft and 
velvety as the song of a nightingale, then fad- 
ing away, while the chorus took up the refrain. 


For miles up and down the German lines 
Franz was in great demand at the barrack 
concerts, and two or three days a week he 
would escape trench duty and entertain 
his 
comrades. 


One night when the little rivulet was low, an 
attack was made on the French line. 
The at- 
tack was repulsed, and when the Germans got 
back to their lines Franz was missing. 
There 
was 
weeping and wailing, 
for besides 
being 
a popular singer, he was a good comrade, and 
he had many warm friends in that 
Bavarian 
contiiisent. 


But 
he was safe—on 
the southern 
side of 
the trenches. 
Two or three other Germans had 
been captured 
in that attack 
and 
they 
were 
Bent Lack of the French lines to a temporary 
pri.son, theie to await transportation 
to some 
prison camp in France. 
They had been there 
several 
days, 
when 
one 
night, 
after 
their 
scanty meal had been served them, Franz be- 
gan softly singing to himself. 
Then he raised

his voice a little, and 
finally 
broke into that 
clear bell-like yodel. 


There was a commotion among the 
guards, 
and then from the barracks, where the song 
had penetrated. 


When he had 
finished 
Franz found himself 
surrounded by a hundred and more French sol- 
diers, who broke into applause. 


"We have caught the bird," "It is the Ger- 
m a n Melba," and other shouts of Joy greeted 
him as the Frenchmen patted him on the back 
end seized him by his hands. 


"He must stay with us. 
They shall not take 
blm to a prison camp," were some of the ex- 
clamations which greeted him, and In a few 
minutes Franz discovered he was the 
most 
popular man in camp. Permission was obtained 
from the officer in charge and he was taken 
to the barracks, where he willingly sang for 
bis captors. 


Then the ofllcers got hlip to come to their 
Quarters, where he sang and yodeled for them. 
He enjoyed it as much as anyone. 
They were 
food fellows, these Frenchmen, even If they 
were enemies, and no prima donna was ever 
treated 
with 
more consideration 
than 
was 
Franz. 


Next day the other prisonera were removed, 
but Franz was hidden In the barracks, and 
after that he had his quarters there. 


"We must try to keep this Bavarian »ong 
bird with us," said the officers. 
"We all en- 
joy his singing, and he Is a good fellow. 
He 
also keeps the men in good humor." 


"You shall f o back to America with me," 
announced an officer of the foreign legion to 
ilm'one day.

Sometimes he visited other barracks and sang 
foi the soldiers there, just as he had on the 
German side. 
J.t was much better than goln& 
to a prison camp, so Franz was fairly con- 
tented with his lot. 


a u t sometimes he would catch sight of the 
line of trenches far to the north, an^ he won- 
dered what hJs erstwhile companions were do- 
ing, and if they missed him or knew w h ^ e h» 
waa. 


He had been a prisoner nearly six weeks, 
•w'hen one night he went in company with sev- 
eral of his captors to the barracks several milesi 
away, where an entcito.:iiment was given fDi 
the benefit of the soldiers. 
Franz sang and 
yodeled and was given the customary applause. 


Now, during the -in>e c.e had been prisoner 
he had kept his eyes open, and he had learned 
considerable about the lay of the land. 
T.it 
barracks where he sang was close to the bank 
of the little rivulet, and the line of French 
trenches was across i h j st/nam. Further down, 
at the point where he had been captured, the 
stream was the dividing line between' the lines 
of trenches, but, due to its turns arid twists, the 
French line was on the north side at this point, 
with the German trenches further north. 


H e had made up his mind to escape at the

It w^as a starlight night, but when ha 
and the four French soldiers stepped out from 
the well-lighted barracks.

Continued Presence of U. 


S. Army in Mexico. 


NOT AN ULTIMATUM 


BUT IS INSISTENT 


Message is Delivered After 


Mexicans Had Denied 


Its Arrival. 


Washington, May 31.—A new note 


from LJen. Carranza asking for a, detinite 
explanation of the continued presence 
of Auierican troops in Mexico and re- 
newing his previous request for their 
(withdrawal, waa presented to the stuto 
department today by Eliseo Arrduiido, 
the Carranza ambassador. 


Notwithstanding that the note, about 


which much uncertainty and speculation 
centered, had been described in Mexico 
City, and border dispatches as proba- 
bly renewing the demand for withdrawal 
of American troops, was said by state 
department oflicials not to be in the na- 
ture of an ultimatum, but rather a con- 
tinuation of the correspondence with the 
de facto government. 


The impression prevailed that al- 


though in diplomatic terms, it' probably 
was a renewal of the request for with- 
drawal which presented new arguments 
to show that the Carranza government, 
by massing troops in northern Mexico, 
is in position, to aontrol outlawry with- 
out American, assistance. 


The note covers twenty-eight type- 


ivritten pages and came in Spanish. Ar- 
rangements will be made for its publica- 
'ion after it lias been-translated. Car- 
'inza officials in Mexico City havc pre- 
'onsly announced that the note would 
i given out after it had.been delivered 
i Secretary Lansing. 
Manuel Mender., an attachcv of fien. 


Carranza's foreign 
office,

Monday, but denied bringing the note. 
It is now generally believed h0 actually 
did bring it.

Washington, May 31.—The district 


supreme court today held that Comp- 
troller Williams may not 
retain a 


55,000 fine lie imposed upon the Riggs 
National bank'and also held that the

The decision today disposes of the 


undecided points in the bank's civil 
suit against Secretary JIcAdoo and

Williams 
in which it 


charged them with the conspiracy to 
destroy it. 


Comptroller Williams had imposed a 


line of 55,000, which the treasury de- 
partment withheld from interest due 
the bank on government bonds. The 
bank alleged the comptroller threat- 
ened also to fine it at the rate of $10 
a day while certain of his orders were 
uncomplied with. The decision of the 
court today is a victory for the bank 
in that respect.

Gen: Nivelle's forces, which yester- 
day were struggling to retain a foot- 
hold in the outskirts of Curaieres-vil- 
lage, have now admitted they retired 
in this sector in the face of infantry 
attacks. 


The conceded withdrawal was from 


a first line trench near 
Caurettes 


wood, south of Cumieres. 
In addi- 


tion the possibly significant 
admis- 


sion is made that a detachment of 
German troops, under cover of fog, 
was able to penetrate to the vicinity 
of Chattancourt, which lies more than 
•i niile below Cumieresi 
This force, 


however, was annihilated when taken 
under the fire of the French artillery, 
the Paris war office declares. 
The 


German advance in this sector is fast 
flriving a wedge into the French line 
just to the west of the Meuse, the 
movement being apparently intended 
to outflank the French ia the vicin- 
ity of their commanding position of 
Dead Man hill and Hill 3CM .positions. 


In the southern Tyrol the Aus- 


trians report a continuance of their 
advance. They have forced a passage 
of the Posina, to the west of Arseiro,

southern bank, Vienna declares. The 
current statement from Rome, appar- 
ently reporting this same operation, 
claims that the Italians were able to 
retain their positions despite violent 
Austrian attacks.

utes physical training each day. 


This applies to girls as well as boys! 
The training will be based upon recom- 


mendation of the military training com- 
mission, established by the Slater bill. 


The Slater bill provides that 
even- 


boy in the state 
between 16 and in 


years of age shall receive three hours' 
military training per week. 
This will 


include bundling'a rifle, shooting and mil- 
itary drill. Boys who are engaged in 
earning a livelihood are exempt. 


Two weeks' 
training in a summer 


camp is an added provision for those 
not exempt. 


It is estimated this law will soon ap- 


ply to more than 30,000 .boys, though.

London, May 31—(12:31 p. m.)— 


There is » hopeful f«*linj today in poli 
tical circles regarding the outcome of 
'•the Irish negotiations. It is possible 
that JJoyd George will make a state- 
ment ia the house of commons before 
adjournment tomorrow to the effect that 
considerable progress, although the main 
difficulty—the .eiclusion of Ulster—is 
not entirely removed. According to pub- 
lished reports the proviucial Irish mein 
bers of parliament believe that an agree- 
ment is practically certain ^ind that the 
ctse of Ulster will be fully provided 
for.

Glasgow Herald understands that a set- 
tlement already has been reached on a 
basis of a parliament for nationalist 
Ireland with Ulster, or a greater part 
thereof excluded. 


Leaders of the two parties held a 


most harmonious meeting yesterday, at 
which, according to the IlrraM, thc main 
issue 
was 
settled. The 
Xationnlist 


and Ulster men shook hand.-! across the 
table at the conclusion nf the meeting. 
The Manchester Ruardian agrees that 
the lines on which a compromise cnn be 
based has been found. While there is 
no confirmation at Westminster that an 
agreement has actually been reached it 
is believed an early settlement is possi- 
ble. 
Sir Edward Carson has called 


meeting of the Ulster members for to- 
day, at which he is expected to make a 
report on the negotiations.

princes have been decorated by kings and 
princes, merely because they were kings and 
princes. 
But every day there are thousands of cases 


of. heroism" which pass unnoticed, and even 
those who perform them pay no attention to 
them, not realizing that they are heroes. 


Can you think of any task more frightfully 


wearing on the mentality than that of the se- 
cret agent In the enemy's country? Ho must 
pass as one of the enemy. He must gather 
his information from various sources and he 
must gather it In a manner whereby he may 
not bo suspected. And then after he ha? gath- 
ered it he must arrange for Its transportation 
to his headquarters. 


It takes as much courage to perform a duty 


like this as to He in the trenches day after day 
and participate in charges against the enemy 
Or defend the trench from the enemy's as- 


sault and to be at all times subject to a ter- 
rific artillery bombardment or the more dread- 
ed assault with asphyxiating gases. 


The man who meets his death in the trenches 


has at least the consolation of. dying amid his. 
comrades and -friends—or dying a glorious 
death. But the spy has not this consolation. 
Every secret service agent feds that his death 
!s certain, and that when it comes it will mi 
be a glorious one. For he will die alone, with 
r.one of iiis friends about him. 
Kis people 


back home* will not know his fate. 
His supe- 


riors probably will not know it. 
He will die 


alone in a foreign country, not as a hero, but 
as a spy. 


And yet if the annals of the secret service 


bureaus of the various countries were made 
public, it would tell of wonderful deeds of 
heroism, of 
strength, 
fearlessness 
and 
of 


physical and mental heroism. 


•With the arrival of the first German sub- 


marines in Constantinople, after the inaugura- 
tion of the British Dardanelles campaign, there 
became known n story of the heroism of one 
of these secret service agents. His name was 
not given, and the exact locality where he per- 
formed his final act of duty was nit told, but 
an officer of the German U boat related the 
story to a personar friend. 


TVc will call the secret service spent Han?. 


He was a youngster, h.irrtiy :o years old. and 
a university man. a student at Heidelberg. He 
always had been weak and delicate, and at the 


'deliver the orders when he had received a sig- 
nal in answer to his own. That was all. 


But all over France there was a watch kept 


for-German secret service agents. They were 
known to be everywhere ana every one, espe- 
cially a foreigner, was under suspicion. 


The submarine commander had orders to 


wait oft the coast for two nights for the mes- 
senger, and if no sign came to proceed on his 
way to the Dardanelles. ,

away, where an ent'-i figment was given 
the benetH o£ the soldiers. Franz sang and 
yodeled and was given the customary applause. 


Now. 
during the .imv f.-. had been prisoner 


he had kept his eyes open, and he had learned 
considerable about n.e uy of the land. T.u 
barracks where he aaus was close to the bank 
of the little rivulet, and the line of French 
tioithes wa? across U): «t.--am. Further dour., 
at.tho point where he had been captured, the 
stream was thr dividing line between the lines 
of trenches, but. due to' its turns and twists, the 
French line was on the north side at this point, 
with the German trenches further north. 


He had made up his mind to escape at the 


flrst opportunity, and he decided there would 
be no mure auspicious occasion than the pres- 
ent one. it was a starlight nlKht, bui when ho 
and the four French soldiers stepped out fro:n 
the well-lighted barracks. Franz did not wait 
for his eyes to set accustomed to the night, but 
made a dash toward the stream. Mis action was 
so swift and unexpected that his captors did not 
at flrst realize what ho had done.

splash and his erstwhile guards raised the 
alarm. 


In a moment a dozen soldiers were at the

For miles up and down the German I,nes 


Franz was In great demand at the barrack 
concerts, and two or three days a week he 
would escape trench duty and entertain , his 
comrades. 


One night when the little rivulet was low an 


attack was made on the French line. The'at 
Uck was repulsed, and when the Germans got 
hack to their lines Fran, was missms. There 
was weeping and v.-ailing. for besides being 
a popular sinEer, he was a good comrade, and 
he had many warm friends in that Bavarian 
contingent. 


•But he lvas safe-on the southern side of 


tne trenches. Two or three other Germans had 
been captured in that attack and thev were 
eent back of the French lines to a temporary 
prison, there to await transportation to some 
prison camp in France. 
They had been there 


. several days, when one night, after 
their 


. scanty meal had been served them, Franz be- 


gan softly singing to himself. Then he raise,-! 
his voice a little, and finally broke into that 
clear bell-like yodel. 


There was a. commotion among the guards, 


and then from the barracks, where the song 


• had penetrated. 


When he had finished Franz found himself 


• surrounded by a hundred and more French sol- 


diers, who broke Into applause. 


"We have caught the bird," "It is the Ger- 


. tuan Melba," and other shouts of joy greeted 


him as the Frenchmen patted him on the back 
and seized him by his hands. 


"He must stay with us. They sha:i not take 


him to a prison camp," were some of the ex- 
clamations which greeted him, and in a few 
minutes Franz discovered he was the most 
popular man in camp. Permission was obtained 
from the officer in charge and he waa taken 
to the barracks, where ho willingly sang for 
his captors. 


Then the officers got him to come to their 


quarters, where he sang and yodeled for them. 
Be enjoyed it as much as anyone. They were 
jood fellows, these Frenchmen, even if they 
were enemies, and no prirna donna was ever 
treated with more consideration than was 
Franz. 


Next day the other prisoners were removed, 


but Franz was hidden in the barracks, and 
liter that he had his quarters there.

He knew better than to cross at the point 
where he sprang in the water, for he would 
still be inside the French lines. His intention 
was to swim down past the French barriers 
until ho was between the two lines of trenches 
and then to climb out on the German side. 


He was a stronc. skillful swimmer, and as 


his eyes became accustomed to the darkness, 
or rather to the starlight, he kept in closer to 
the southern side of the stream. Several times 
he passed sentries stationed on the bank of the 
stream, but by keeping close to tho bank and 
part of the time swimming under water, ho 
passed these without being noticed. 


It was hard, though, passing the French bar- 


riers, where the stream twisted In a northerly 
direction and divided the two lines. Ho had to 
dlvo underneath a barbed tdre barrier, and 
then beneath a pontoon bridge, both oC them 
carefully guarded. 
It took time and infinite 


caution, and when finally he swam past these 
barriers he was almost numb from the cold oC 


his clothing. He had been in the water nearly 
an hour. 


Once past the barriers and between the lines 


of trenches, he looked about for a. landing place 
on the north side. 
Fortunately for him tho 


French guns had bombarded tho German posi- 
tions that afternoon and the barbed wire en- 
tanglements which protected the latter were cut 
to pieces. 


His chief difficulty, ho knew, would bo to 


reach the German trenches without being fired 
on by his own comrades. He had crossed over 
to tho north bank of the rlx-er by tills tlmo 
and he decided to try to land.
